Washington, Oct. 30 —The annual re- 


port of ttre Daw PS Indian commission, 
bringing the ••ork of thnt body In reor- 
ganizing the Indian tenitory up to date 
of early this week, is made public. It 
urges as the main call for gos'ernment 
aid, "fraught with dSsastious conse- 
quences If delayed." the need of some 
provision by the national government 
for educational purposes In the territory 
While the funijs and icsources ot tbr 
seveial tiiljVh, properly managed, can 
probably supply sufficient buppoit for 
the schools of the citizen Indians*, yet the 
white residents cnnnot shaie In them 
and must 'ook els-owhire foi the means 
of educating their children. The means 
resulted to In all the other territoili'b. 
and out of \\hlch ample school funJs 
have )/( en piu\lded, do not exist in the 
Indian teiritory. In which the Unite'! 
States has not an acre of public land or 
other pioperty beyond that In public use 


If the \\hite residents are to receive 


any 
aid from 
the United States, it 


must lie from the outside by direct ap- 
propriation. 
It they are left without 


liny siKh aid it w i l l b« a haisher treat- 
ment than has been meted out to the 
lesldents of any other teiritory and -.Mil 
be attended with the most disastrous 
consequences. There are believed to be 
between 27)0,000 and 300,000 white resi- 
dents in tli* territory today, and well 
nigh 30,000 of them children of school 
age, \\ho are in danger of growing up in 
Ignorance. The e\ ils that will com<» of 
the Indifference to this situation cannot 
be measured. 


Summing- up the results of the year's 


work the commission says1 The Indian 
laws in force In the territory and tfte 
Indian courts which adimlntstered them 
have given place, with a few unimport- 
ant exceptions, to laws corresponding to 
those of Arkansas on the same subject 
matter and have been made applicable 
to -ill persons in the territory, without 
distinction of race. United States courts 
ars to administer and United States offi- 
cers to enforce those laws. Provision 
has been made for the allotment of all 
the tribal lands of the territory equally 
among all its citizens, attained as to 
nearly all of them upon terms agreed to 
by the tribes, by popuuar vote. If the 
agreement with the Creeks be ratlfiAi, 
as is expected, this will bi- true of all 
except the Cherokees, and as to them it 
has been provided by statute. 


By the agreements and tire Curtis act 


the many thousands of white residents 
in the towns unable heretofore ty ob- 
tain title to the land on which they have 
built their homes and sometimes ex- 
pensive business houses, can now pur- 
chase at a fair apprisal these lands. 


Whatever rights, civil or political, are 


enjoyed by the citizens resident in any 
territory of the United States, the same 
rights are now secured to the citizen 
Indian and largely to the white resi- 
dent also in the Indian territory. 


The report refers to the difficulty of 


making up a citizenship roll of all the 
freedmen claiming rights under the trea- 
ties of 1866 with the respective tribes 
and of all their descendants born since 
the date of these treaties. Neither the 
Choctaws norwXShickasaws have ever 
kept a roll of those made freedmen by 
that nation, nor kept tny trace of them 
since emancipation, the tribes persist- 
ently ignoring them.

confession of Herman Reikalsu, the mys- 
terious death of Herman Johnson in this 
city, about 12 years ago, turns out to 
have be«n a cold-blooded murder. Rei- 
kala, now in custody of the sheriff, tells 
the following story: 


"On Clwjiatmas eve, 12 years ago, Her- 


man Johiwon, EUafl Kasola and myself 
got Into a row In a Saloon. After the 
trouble, Johnson and I started home 
together, and while passing up the road- 
way in West Astoria, near the bay, 
Kaftola, who was secreted in the dark. 
waylaid us, and in the struggle struck 
Johnson on the head with a club and 
killed him. Kasola then turned his at- 
tention to me, and I agreed to say noth- 
ing about the murder If he let me alone. 
Ths dead man vwa then thrown over 
the bank into the bay, and hi* body was 
BUbaequently found. It was determined 
by a coroner's Jury that Johnson was ac- 
cidentally drwwned."

New York, Oct. 30.—Colonel George E. 


Waring. Jr., <ii«d at 7:45 o'clock Satur- 
day morning of yellow fever. His d«ath 
occurred at his home, 175 Second avtnue, 
where he had been since he ai rived from 
Havana, on th« Yucatan, on Tuesday 
last. 


Dr. Blauvolt. who has been attending 


Colonel Waring during his illnes-s, uas 
summoned to the house at 1 o'clock- He 
found that Colonel Waring had been at- 
tacked with th« black vomit. This 
symptom continued all the morning 
without cessation until his death. 


President Murphy of th« board of 


health was informed of the death of 
Colonel Waring, and Dr. Roberts, the 
sanitary superintendent was ordered to 
have the body placed in a hermetically 
sealed casket immediately Colonel Mur- 
phy said that extraordinary precautions 
would be taken to prevent the spread of 
the disease. 


Colonel Waiing had been sent to the 


city of Havana, as a special commission- 
er of this government, to ascertain the 
exact sanitary condition of that city and 
to form ideas for the best method? for 
putting the place in first class sanitary 
shape. He was to report to the presi- 
dent, and on the day he returned he said 
that he expected to KO to Washington 
the next day. He said he did not feel 
well, but it was not thought to be more 
than an ordinary illness. He staid that 
he had a great deal of information which 
he thought would be of service to the 
president. The pla.n of the commissioner 
was to place the city of Havana and the 
coast towns of Cuba in such a pood san- 
itary condition that th<? reouirence of 
yellow fever and its entrance into the 
Gulf cities of the United States would 
be prevented. 


Colonel Waring wsu= apparently well 


when he left Havana, and he felt wnly 
slightly HI during the latter pant of the 
voyage. He was able to move about witn 
(••nly slight Inconvenience until he gvH 
to his home, when he wa.«i immediate!} 
put to bed. That the disease- had not 
developed at the time Colonel Waring 
left the steamer was shown by his hav- 
ing been examined and passed by the 
quarantine officers. 


Colonel Waring was Immediately Iso- 


lated In his apartments on the ninth 
floor of the apartment house In which 
he lived 
There are nine families In the 


house 
None of them left, and no mem- 


ber of any family left the house. 


Dr. Danie-1 M Stinson was called in as 


soon as Colonel Waring reached home. 
He saw tha.t the case was suspicious, 
and reported it to the board of health. 
Dr. Alonzo Dlauvelt of the department 
nf contagious diseases and Dr. White 
of the maringb hospital, two experts, were 
immediately called in. They said the- 
patient undoubtedly had yellow fever. 
Precautions were immediately taken to 
prevent the spread of the disease. No 
one but the physicians and Mrs. Waring, 
who is an immune, were allowed to see 
Colonel Waring. 
Everything that was 


taken in or out of tne apartment was dis- 
infected. Inspectors of the board of 
health were stationed at the entrance 
to the house, at the inside door, and on 
the floor the sick man was on, to pre- 
vent people from getting near him. 


The doctors at first did not think that 


the case was a malignant one. When 
Colonel Waring's temperature ros^ to 
IflSVi, however, th<? physicians became 
alarmed, and the case was considered in 
Its most ?erious form, and Colonel War- 
Ing was treated accordingly. 
It was 


plain that he was getting worse. The 
black vomit, the most serious symptom, 
was fought off until 1 o'clock Saturday 
morning. 


The body of Co-lone-1 Waring was placed 


In a hermetically sealed casket 
and 


taken to Swineburne island, where it 
was cremated. 


The father, mother, brother and three 


sisters of Mrs. Waring died of yellow 
fever in New Orleans some years ago. 


Colonel Waring was born in Pound 


Ridge, N. Y., 66 years ago. He had a 
thorough training as an engineer, and 
he took a special course In agricultural 
chemistry under the late 
Professor 


Mapes. In 1857 he was appointed agri- 
cultural and drainage engineer of Cen- 
tral park, and its present drainage sys- 
tem was designed by him. It was he who 
planted the two magnificent rows of 
elms on the mall. He went to the front 
in the civy war as major of the Gari- 
baldi hussars. He was transferred to 
the department of the southwest and 
served as colonel of the Fourth Missouri 
cavalry. 


In 1867 Colonel Waring went to Rhode 


Island as manager of the Ogden farm, 
and in this capacity he remained 10 
years. He left it to enter general prac- 
tice as a drainage engineer. 


Th$ yellow fever epidemic in Memphis 


hi 1878 gave Colonel Waring a longed- 
for chance. He devised a complete sys- 
tem of drainage for the stricken city 
which proved so successful that many 
other cities adopted its principal feat- 
ures. 


Colonel Waring was an expert and 


special agent for the tenth census, and 
had charge of the social statistics of 
cities. He was the author of the "His- 
tory and Present Condition of New Or- 
leans" and the "Report of the City of 
Austin, Texas," Since 1882 he has been 
a member of the national board of health. 


Colonel Waring in his general prac- 


tice as a drainage engineer, was often 
called In consultation in the system of 
many big cities, and he was regarded 
aa perhaps the most competent adviser 
In the country. He originated many In- 
genious devices and methods for sani- 
tary improvement that have been almost 
universally adopted. H« was known to 
nearly every one interested In drainage 
and sewer problems aa the author of 
many standard works on the subject. 
He wrote among others, "Village Im- 
provements and Farm Villages," "The 
Elements of Agriculture," "The Separ- 
ate Systems of Sewerage," "Sewerage 
and Land Drainage'," and'many'reports 
on the sewerage of cities. 


Mayor Strong appointed Colonel War- 


ing Street Cleaning Commissioner on 
Jan. I, 1896, and he remained In office 
until Tammany came into power again 
on'Jan. 1, 18S8. Colonel Waring revolu- 
tionised the methods in vogue In the 
department for years, and cleaned the 
streets. He h*« said that his acts that 
were considered dramatic. Injudicious 
aijd CTen fooljsh were done In roanv c

peiiod from May 10 to Sept. 30 I rind that 
the total number of deaths as a result 
of the war \\ith Spain was "906 Of thui 
number 107 were officers. At Santiago 
the loss of life was 22 officers and 222 
nun.. At Cardenas one offlcei was killed 
Sine* the battles on Cuban soil 61 me«i 
have died of \\ounds receded in service. 


"The total number of American sol- 


diers that have died In camps from dis- 
ease are SO officers and 
2520 privates 


This is remaikable, in view of the terri- 
ble climatic disadvantage's, and it fully 
verifies, the soldiers' adage that disease 
kills more nif-n than bullets.
